Jerusalem police last week de- 
tained three members of 2 gang 
allegedly dealing in counterfeit dol- 
lars, Καὶ is learned. The bills are be- 
lieved to have been forged in Bei- 
Tut and they are similar to the bills 
carried by Japaneze Red Army 
members in Europe. 


The three persons held were 
zpamed as Yomtov Yonati, 35, Aliza 
Ben Gigi, 30, and Sami Doron, 40. 
Police said the first two were picked 
up in a car near the Diplomat 
Hotel in Jertisalem while the woman 
was $48,000 in counterfeit

“The international investments of 
all nations are in jeopardy and the 
old fable of the goose thet laid the 
golden egg can be seen develop- 
ing.” said Simon, formerly the 
United States’ top energy official, 

Ford’s speech marked the second 
thme in a week that the President 
had blunt words for the Arab oil 
producers. He sounded a similar 
pote in his address to the UN 
General Assembly lest Wednesday, 
when he warned that manipulation 
of the energy crisis could iead to 
counter-action, using food as ἃ 
political and economic weapon. 

Kissinger followed up Ford's 
theme in his own speech yesterday 
to the General Assembly. 


DELIBERATE DECISION 


“The high cost of oil is not the 
result of economic factors, of an 
actual shortage of capacity or of 
the free play of supply and de- 
mand,” Kissinger said.

Local court rules 
S. African lawyer 
may be extradited 


THL AVIV. — An immigrant law- 
yer from Pretoria, Winson Barnes 
Cowen, was declared extraditable 
by the District Court here yester- 
day. The South African authorities 
want him on charges of embezzle- 
ment and theft of clients’ money. 

Cowen arrived in 1970 and set- 
fled in Ra‘anana.

‘Bad heart’ 


may be 
mistaken 
diagnosis

TEL AVIV. — Some doctors turn 
thelr patients into “emotional crip- 
Pies" by diagnosing a heart con- 
dition when the heart is perfectly 
sound. 

This was stated at the recent 
12th International Congress of In- 
ternal Medicine by Prof. Martin 
ΒΗ, Wendkos of the Jefferson 
Medical College in Philadelphia, on 
the basis cf work he did recently 
in Israel at the Donolo Institute 
for Physiological Hygiene, which is 
headed by Prof. Daniel Brunner. 


Co-author of the paper with Prof. 
Wendkos was Dr. Frida Zerikier 


of the Institute. 

Dr. Wendkos said he had seen 
groups of relatively young people 
— all under 40 — who had been 
referred to him for suspected heart 
disease. 

The main finding was an abnor- 
mal “Τ᾽ wave in the electrocardi- 
ogram, Supporting evidence was 
shortness of breath on exertion; 
but X-rays and levels of fat in 
the blood were normal, and the 
paing in the chest were not typical. 

Dr. Wendkos suspected they had 
no organic heart disease; rather 
that they were “highly emctionai 
people" and that the “T” wave 
abnormalities were caused by a 
highly excitable autonomic nervous 
system. φ 

He had his patients report to 
him before brealfast, after fasting 
overnight. The “T’’ wave abnorma- 
lities could not be found. He let 
them eat, and the abnormalities 
appeared. He told them to stand 
up (further exciting the autonomic 
nervous system), and the “T” wave 
abnormalities were much more ap-

The spinnerles’ planned investment 
rate is already lagging behind the 
growth of our cotton yarn con- 
sumption (about 7 per cent .annu- 
ally), though adequate supply of 
home produced yarn (largely spun 
from Jocally grown cotton) is 
doubtless a precondition for the 
sound development of our entire 
fashion industry. 


Trebled 


The point is brought into greater 
relief by a comparison with de- 
velopments abroad. In Germany, 


between 1960 and 1973, but wage 
cost per kg. of yarn rose only two 
thirds owing to the reduced Inbour 
Input, ie. the increased spinning 
productivity, achieved by advanced 
mechanization. During the same 
perlod wage per work-hour in Is- 
rael increased 180 per cent, but 


at the same rate. because no sig- 
nificant change in productivity has 
taken place. The spinners seem to 
be right in pointing out that the 
present tax and replacement policy 
is undermining their industry's 
long-term viability.
